In pursuance of rule 389 of the Rules of Procedure and 
Conduct of Business in Lok Sabha (Fifth Edition) the Speaker 
has issued the following direction:— 

“CHAPTER VII B 

Resignation and vacation of seats in the House 

47B. /I) A letter of resignation under rule 240 of the Rules 
of procedure shall become effective only after it is received in 
the Lok Sabha Secretariat. House. 

(2) The resignation shall take effect from the date of 
resignation speafied in the letter of resignation. 

(3) If no date from which the resignation should take effect 
is specified in the letter, the resignation shall take effect from 
the date of the letter. 

(4) If the letter of resignation does not bear any date, the 
resignation shall take effect from the date of the receipt of the 
letter in the Lok Sabha Secretariat. 

Explanation—¥oi the purposes of this direction, ‘Lok Sabha 
Secretariat’ means and includes Lok Sabha Secretariat at Delhi 
and any Camp .Office set up outside Delhi for the time being for 
the Speaker or any officer of the Secretariat.”
